Poor planning, worker con- 
fusion, improper voting pro- 
cedures and an incomplete IBM 
list were blamed for invali- 
dating last Thursday’s ASSSC 
election, according to ASSSC 
President John Fitzgeraid. 

Fitzgerald told a congrega- 
tion of candidates that the 
board of electors decided to 
invalidate the elections without 
counting all the ballots. He ex- 
plained that there would be new 


' elections held Wednesday. 


“‘We just weren’t prepared 
for the huge turnout of voters,’’ 
Fitzgerald explained. 

The confusion resulted be- 
cause all the workers were 
volunteers and many hadtogoto 
class and could not work at the 
polls full time. Fitzgerald said 
the confusion began when the 
workers switched and evidently 
did not fully brief their sub- 
stitutes. 

Also, the ballots were in- 
accurate and confused. A pink

ballot listing all the candidates 
except the division represen- 
tatives was supposed to be hand- 
ed to all the women. A similar 
ballot, but blue, was supposed 
to be handed to the men. Then 
each voter was to receive a 
ballot for the division repre- 
sentatives, depending upon the 
voter’s major, according to 


Fitzgerald. 
But, this did not happen and 


people were handed the wrong 
ballots or too many ballots, 
Fitzgerald explained. He also 
said the workers at the polis 
had been fully briefed andgiven 
printed instructions. 

The improper voting pro- 
cedures amounted to ballot 
stuffing and the possibility of 
individuals voting more than 
once, according to Dean C, 
Landis, Dean of Student acti- 
vities and advisor to the board 
of electors. 

Landis explained that some 
students might have obtained 
more than one student body 
card in an attempt to vote 
twice. He said the student’s 
cards were punched when they 
voted, so they could not vote 
again. 

Fitzgerald stated that five 
ballots were found folded to- 
gether in the ballot box in 
front of the library. 

The IBM list used to check 
the names of the students was 
incomplete and confused, ac- 
cording to Fitzgerald. Landis 
blamed this on the student reg- 
istration held at the beginning 
of the semester. 

One section of the election 
code was violated, Fitzgerald 
claimed. The code provided that 
ali voting students were to sign
